As matters now stand , a u nion 
can sp read libelou s statements 
regard ing a giv en firm, and , as 
an organized entity , be free from 
the p ossibility of a d amage su it. 
Bu t let this same firm ex p ress 
d ou bt as to the integrity of a 
u nionization 
d riv e, no matter 
how obnox iou s, and the firm, as 
a corp orate being, is immed iate­ 
ly assailed in cou rt. 
Since u nions, u nd er the Wag­ 
ner Act, stand on an eq u al foot­ 
ing with ind u stries in so far as 
collectiv e 
bargaining 
is 
con­ 
cerned , they shou ld be mad e to 
incorp orate and thu s come with­ 
in range of legal p roced u re. 
In the absence of this latter 
cond ition, the new stru ctu re of 
labor relations will continu e to 
be a one-sid ed instru mentality .
